Y o rk ’s Train de Luxe. 


The wo rld’s reco rd fo r a co ntinuo us 
trip in a priv ate car is held by Frank 
Seaman. 
acco rd­ 
ing to the Rail­ 
ro ad Man’s Maga- j 
zine, 
lasted 
101 
day s, and ex tend­ 
ed 
into eighteen 
states and the re­ 
public o f Mex ico , j 
i x a 
In that time Mr. 
Seaman 
and 
his 
party trav eled 14,- 
500 miles in 
the 
car, 450 miles by 
steambo at, 300 miles by sta ge and 150 
miles o n ho rseback. 
The priv ate car climbed to an alti­ 
tude o f 8 ,000 feet abo v e sea lev el and 
descended to 263 feet belo w sea lev el. 
During all the lo ng trip there were no 
mishaps and no delay s. 
When Tho mas Nickerso n, who was 
president o f the Santa Fe befo re it 
struck o il, wanted to take a ride he 
carried his lunch and to o k a berth 
with the way freight. 
That isn’t the 
way o f all American railway presi­ 
dents. 
It takes the British, at ho me o r in 
Canada, to fuss things up; at any rate 
when the ro ad carries ro y alty . When 
the Duke and Duchess o f Yo rk (no w 
King Geo rge and Queen Mary ) v isit- 
j 
ed the Do minio n in 19 01 the Canadian 
railway s built fo r them nine cars that 
eclipsed any thing that ev er trav eled 
acro ss the No rth American co ntinent. 
The train was co mpo sed o f a day 
car and a night car, o ne co mpartment 
sleeper, three standard 
sleepers, 
a 
dining car, a baggage car and a car 
fo r the railro ad emplo y es in charge o f 
the train. 
The ex terio r o f the train 
was finished in natural maho gany , the 
standard fo r tbe co mpany ’s sleeping 
and parlo r cars. 
The two ro y al cars bo re repro duc­ 
tio ns o f the co ate-o f-arms o f the dis­ 
tinguished guests o n each side at bo th 
ends. 
The train was v estlbuled. Each 
car was equipped with electric lights 
and telepho nes. 
The Co rnwall, the ro y al day car, 7 8 
feet 6Vfe inches lo ng, had a receptio n 
ro o m panelled in Circassian walnut 
with a ceiling finished in o ld go ld with 
mo ldings and o rnaments to uched with 
go ld and blue. 
The handings were o f 
dark blue v elv et, the carpet was gray - 
green. 
There was a piano and chairs 
and a so fa. 
The car also has a bo u­ 
do ir fo r the Duchess with pearl gray 
panels painted after 
Watteau, 
with 
draperies o f light blue mo ire silk. 
There was also a dining ro o m in 
African co ro mandel with o rnamental 
carto uches display ing at. o ne end the 
co at-o f-arms o f the king and at the 
o ther end tho se 
o f 
the 
Duke and 
Duchess. 
The arms o f the Do minio n 
and the Duke graced the o ther walls. 
The panels o f the walls were green 
and go ld, the draperies green v elv et, 
the upho lstery a warm bro wn. 
There 
were seats fo r eight. 
The night co ach Yo rk was o f the 
sa me length as the Co rnwall. 
In the 
center were two ro y al bedro o ms with 
bath ro o m and serv ant's ro o m adjo in­ 
ing each 
It was finished in pearl J 
gray enamel with panels o f silk to 
match the draperies. 
Each ro o m was 
furnished with a brass 
bedstead, 
a 
dressing table, a large mirro r and a 
wardro be. The draperies in the duke’s 
ro o m were o f crimso n silk; tho se in 
the duchess’ ro o m were o f pale blue 
mo ire. 
There were also two sta te­ 
ro o ms, o ne fo r the lady in waiting and 
o ne fo r tbe gentleman in waiting and 
a baggage ro o m. 
One o f the cars had a co nsulting 
ro o m fo r the ro y al medical attendant. 
There were also two baggage cars. 
Part o f o ne was used fo r co ld sto rage. 
In this magnificent train the duke and 
duchess made the J o urney fro m Que­ 
bec to Vanco uv er and 
returned 
to 
Halifax , quite the lo ngest single trip 
ro y alty ev er has made by rail. 


The Quincy railro ad, o r, as it was 
kno wn in the beginning, the “ Ex peri­ 
ment Railro ad," which was co nstruct­ 
ed to carry granite blo cks 
fo r 
the 
Hunker Hill mo nument, at Bo sto n, was 
the first railway in America. The first 
cars o n this primitiv e line were drawn 
by ho rses. 
A line kno wn as the Vlazie Railro ad 
was put in o peratio n o ut o f Bango r, 
Me., in 18 36, the Quincy ro ad antedat­ 
ing this sev eral y ears. 
The Bango r 
ro ad began with two lo co mo tiv es o f 
Stephenso n’s make in England. 
They 
had no cabs fo r the driv er o r fireman 
o n their arriv al in this co untry , but 
rude affairs were so o n attached. Wo o d 
was used fo r fuel. 
The first cars also were made in 
England, a carriage much like a big 
stageco ach being placed o n a rude 
platfo rm and trucks. 
The capacity o f 
each car was eight passengers. 
In the 
beginning the o ne train o n the line 
made abo ut twelv e miles in fo rty min­ 
utes. and the peo ple o f the co untry 
ro und abo ut marv eled at the speed it 
made. 
The rails o n these pio neer railway s 
were made o f strap iro n, spiked do wn 
to scantlings. 
The Bo sto n & 
Lo well. Bo sto n & 
Pro v idence, and Bo sto n & Wo rcester 
railro ads were all o pened fo r traffic 
In 18 35. 


EXPERIENCE A 
TRYING 
ONE 


Survivor of Railroad W reck in W hich 
Forty Lost Their Lives, Tells 
of Scene. 


Amo ng the surv iv o rs o f the railway 
disaster at Bellay -le-Tho uet, in which 
fo rty perso ns lo st their liv es, is a man 
who , fro m a ho spital co t, related his 
ex periences as fo llo ws to a repo rter 
o f Le Matin o f Paris: 
“ I tho ught at the time o f the catas­ 
tro phe that 
i was 
ho pelessly lost. 
Lo o king o ut, I saw the parapet o f the 
bridge suddenly swing and giv e way , 
and then there was the ho rrible, sud­ 
den sensatio n o f falling 
A co ld shud­ 
der came o v er us as we felt the water 
po uring ro und o ur feet. 
There were 
sev eral passengers in the same co m­ 
partment in a frantic sta te o f mind, 
but instinctiv ely a so rt o f discipline 
was o bligato ry o n us. 
I was near the 
do o r, and I saw 
that 
the 
windo w 
abo v e me was o v er the water. I seized 
a strap, and ho w I did it 1 scarcely 
remember, but I smashed thro ugh the 
windo w' with my head, climbed out, 
and was safe. 
A hand was stretched 
o ut to ward me fro m inside. 
I seized 
it. and pulled o ut a man. 
Nex t there 
was a lady , and we dragged her out, 
and finally all that had been in the 
co mpartment were safe.

(Jeu eral Alb ert Sidney Johnston, the 
l ’onfederate leader, was at b reak fast 
at 5 o’clock and. hearing tin* sou nd of 
picket firing on his front, ordered the 
b attle to b egin. 
The onslau ght was 
made fu riou sly at Shiloh chu rch, w here 
(¿eu eral \V. T. S he rm a n 's Federal di­ 
vision lay in tents. 
Sherm an was at 
the extrem e front of (» rant's arm y. 
General J. A. Mc(’lernand’s division lay 
nearest to S he r m a n ’s in the rear of it 
and to the left, 
General B. M 
P r e n ­ 
tiss’ division lay also to the left of 
Sherman, b u t the Confederate ad va n c e 
was so directed that 
Prentiss soon 
stood at the front, receiving the fu ll 
force of the attack. 
T he early morning picket fight had 
arou sed some of the vigilant officer« 


and he fou ght till overwhelmed an d 
captu red. 
The key to the last position held b y 
Wallace and H u r l b u r t on the Hank of 
Prentiss was a thicket on the crest of 
a hill.
